Carries  and  W.  Wilkinson,  of  the 
negative,  in  addition  to  a  good  re- 
futation of  the  opposition"  s 
points,  pointed  out  the  great  work 
that  Caesar  had  done  in  lighten- 
ing the  burdens  of  the  common 
people.
